The day-long effort to find a 
settlement of the pit strike was 
adjourned last night until this 
afternoon, when the miners and 
the National Coxl Board will 
resume their search for a deal. 

The Advisory, Conciliation 
and Arbitration Service (4Acas) 
has put forward its own formula 
to halt the bitier conflict over 
colliery closures, and it was 
swiftly accepted by the National 
Coal Board. 

But leaders of the National 
Union of Mineworkers re- 
sponded more cautiously to thu 
package and are understood nalı 
to have shifted from ihcir 
insistence that the March ¢ 
colliery closure programme 
musl be withdrawn as a 
candition of any settlement oi 
the dispute.

Brighton blast may 
` signal mainland 
bombing campaign

This time the bomber may 
have left Britain by ferry from 
Newhaven a few miles away or 
could have driven into hiding in 
London or another big cily as 
part of a fresh active service 
unit preparing to strike again. 


During the past 12 months 
ıhe Provisionals have bcen 
thwarted in big fundraising 
exercises in thc republic and in 
the North itself the campaign of 
violence has increasingly cen- 
1red on border areas. The 
ıargels are usually the soflest 
ones for the gunmen to aitack 
wilh offduly Ulsicr Defence 
Regiment officers and police 
officers being singled out 
frequcntly when they work in 
ısolated arcas and on theif 
farms. 


Within Belfast il is believed 
that lhe Prov isionals havc becr 
recruiting and reorganizing afler 
being thwarted or unable to 
mount aperations in the prov 
ince’s main city. Although 
inlommers have inevitably de- 
pleted thcir ranks. the security 
torccs believe another cffect of 
using informers has becn to 
create suspicion and uncer- 
ıainly wilhin the ranks of the 
terrorisls and so hinder their 
capacity (o strike. “They really 
do noi know whom to trust and 
often only a few pcopic are in 
the know about operations,” a 
source said. 


There has also been evidence 
thal the miliary wing has 
hevome short of weapons with 
guns often being circulated 
around the province but in spite 
of these setbacks the Pro- 
visionals have made it clear that 
the war will continue. 


However, the lack of military 
action along with rencwed 
debate about how far their 
political stralcgy can succeed 
has caused tension between the 
hawks and doves within the 
movemenL The strategy of an 
Armalite aad ballat box ap- 
proach inevitably had the sceds 
of contradicton from the outset 
but so long as political success 
conlinucd it secmed that the 
mililary wing would be satis- 
fied. 


The Provisionals are aware 
1hat one bomb in Britain is 
worth 50 in Belfast and that an 
increase in terrorist activity 
often hinders political develop- . 
ments within the province. 
With a widespread expectation 
thar there may be some 
development or progress when 
Mrs Thatcher meets the Irish 
Prime Minister Dr Garret 
FitzGerald next month, the 
Provisionais have struck. It 
could have the effect of making 
the Goverament more anxious 
to move forward politically or it 
could make the Government 
believe that only 2a hard line 
strategy is worthwhile pursuing.

The Brighton bombing may 
be the harbinger of a big 
Provisional IRA campaign in 
Britain this autumn. The IRA 
and its political wing Pro- 
visional Sinn Fein have badly 
needed a propaganda coup of 
international dimension after a 
numbcr of scibacks on the 
military and political fronts. 

The Irish Navy recently 
seized a trawler loaded with 
töns of weapons destîncd for the 
Provisionals off the coast of 
Kerry. dealing a blow {o a 
winter offensive in Northern 
Ireland.

HS. 

It was designed by J H 
Whichcord, and built by Lewis 
OGlenton, of Blackheath. south 
London. at a cost of £160.000, 
including fining out. 

Descrıbed at the time of ils 
opening as "a Cyclopean pile”, 
and atiacked for its height on 
the seafront and design which 
was “not Anglican", it was one 
of the grandest hotels of its day. 

The structure is substantial, 
conıaining 12.500 cu ft of York 
and Portland stone.

From Dr Colin Humphreys 

Sir, “How long can we wait [or jam 
for tomorrow?” asks the 


Archbishop. The truth is 1hat the 

future jam producers, the wealth- 

generating industries of tomorrow, 

will be largely based on ncw 

technology using advanced materials 

developed by research in science and 
incering. 

The USA understands this. which 
is why spending on basic research 
has risen by 40 per cent during the 
Reagan Administration. Japan 
understand this, which is why its 
spending on research has increased 
by 17 per cent per annum in real 
terms over the last 20 years. The UK. 
does not understand this, which is 
why its spending on research has 
increased by only 3 per cent per 
annum over the last 20 ycars. and it 
is now decreasing in real terms. 

M ıs no coıncidence in this 
1echnologıcal age that the country 
with the fastest growth rate in 
research, Japan, has ihe lowest 
percentage unemployment, and the 
country With the lowest growth rate in 
research of all major countries, the 
UK. has the highest unemployment. 

1 have just returned from visiting 
1he University of Illinois. The 
malterials-research grant income ot 
this onc American university is 
1hree times thal for all thc 
universities in the UK combined. 
Unless {here is a massive increase i 
ÛIK research funding of those areas 
of science and engineering of long- 
1erm relevance to industrial needs. 
1he wealih-generaling indusiries of 
1omorrow will not be buill in the 
UK and we will not produce the 
moncy to employ people in service 
industries. (Not only will there 
never bc jam tomorrow, there will 
nol be much bread either, particu- 
larly when North Sca oil runs out.

Mrs Elizabeth Carpenter (Sep- 
1ıember 22) sounds an alarm bell 
about 1he vacant Bliss Mill building 
which has rung loud and persistently 
in the cars of Chipping Norton 
people since the mill closed three 
and a half years ago. 

Some readers who may have 
passed by might be intercsted 1o 
learn that the present buildiı 
replaced a rather unexciting mill, 
intruding on the Cotswold land- 
scape. which was completely gutted 
by fîre in 1872. The architect was 
John Woodburn. of Bolton, and the 
builders Davis Bros, of Banbury. 

The mill-owner, William Bliss I1, 
achieved much fame by creating the 
sober-patterned and hard-wearing 
"Bliss tweed" which became a 
Victorian household name. He was 
also one of Britain's very few 
cnlightened employers, receiving an 
award from Napoleon III of France 
for his excellent industrial relations. 

Mrs Carpenicr asks if the 
decaying mill can “be preserved for 
the nalton". It has a preservation 
order, bul an empty building cannot 
preserve itself. This is a mill and 
outbuildings of immense potential 
and the town has watched wiih 
anxiely and disappointment as 
various schemes have so far failed 10 
materialize since closure,

tion charges (“tax on health") and 
some form of 1ax on very nearly 
every aspect of our lives. 

in printed torm is‏ ا 
accessible e atl public libraries‏ 
(which can reclaim VAT) and would‏ 
be a lot more accessible if the‏ 
shelves were not weighed down and‏ 
the siaff bound up with the tons of‏ 
profitable pap which constitute the‏ 
main output of the publishing‏ 
industry.‏ 

The notion that the zero-raling of 
popular publications like 1abloid 
newspapers, girlie magazines and 
gardening books somehow kecps 
alive tbe publishing and retailing 
of serious. works canno! be sub- 
stlantiated. The publishing {radc is 
run with the same mixture of greed 
and philanthropy as any other and 
should not expecl to be taxed 
differently.

Sir, The debate on whether VAT 
should be imposed onı books is likely 
1o be long and complex. We should 
be wary of resorting too readily t0 
cries of “tax ofl kiowledge”. A 
glance at the lurid covers that fill 
most bookshop windows. or at thê 
adverlising and markeling contient 
of The Bookseller. does not suggest 
that knowledge ûr general culture 


. are primary aims of very many 


books. Mr Clive Bingley has already 
made some appropriate remarks in a 
recent number of The Bookseller. 

Yet there are books which 
disseminate often recondile know-= 
ledge, or cater to small yet valuable 
groups. and these books might suffer 
disproporlonaiely if VAT were 
imposed. 

it cannot be said too often that the 
price of a book is determined very 
largely by the number of copies & 
publisher thinks he can sell. Thus a 
paperback of the kind you can guess 
from the picture of a naked lady on 
1he front will sell in many 
thousands, bringing the price down 
10 say. £2.50. A book containing 
exactly the same amount of paper 
and print. or less. devoted to less 
stirring subjecıs. migh1 be expected 
1o sell only 500 copies and it cannolL 
but cost something between £25 and 
£30. There are few units to share the 
overheads. 

To add I5 per cent to £2.50 will 
hardly deter the interesled pur- 
chaser. To add I5 per cent to £30 
will make a serious inroad into the 
limited sums available to scholarly 
libraries and the even smaller sums 
disposable by dedicated scholars. 

The solution is obvious. If VAT is 

imposed (which ! am not advocat- 
ing) books published in print-runs of 
2.000 or less should bc exempt. 
Reprinls would be similarly con- 
trolled. Publishers should publish 
the number of copies printed in an 
edition (as often in France) and 
cheating be subject t0 heavy 
penalties. Scholarly and scientific 
books, new poetry and novels would 
thus not have their publication 
hindered even more than it is 
already. 
„ It iş true that many educational 
inslitutions can reclaim VAT, 
though the clerical burden of doing 
so should not be underestimated. 
Perhaps the lest sufferers in 
general of VAT on all books will be 
not the publishers but small 
booksellers. Again, those who 
specialise in small fields will suffer 
more. A government which encour- 
ages small businesses should con- 
sider this. 


Needless 1o say. I have an interest 
to declare. J] am a ucer in 
various ways, and both reader and 


means to maintain full employment, 
but in doing so prevented structural 
change and encouraged a cumulative 
mismatch between the demand and 
supply profile io the economy.

Getting UK going 

From Mr Peter T. Hartill, 

Sir, The Government has set its face 
agains any “Keynesian” solution to 
unemployment on the ground that 
1he experience of such solutions in 


the 1970s actually produced less 
employment an near hyper- 
inflation. 


However, such a conclusion is 
crroneous, since conditions have 
changed markedly since then. 

The Keynesian theory states. ihal 
an economy where resources, 
especially labour, are under- 
cmployed will be stimulated 1o 
greater economic activity by deficit 
spending without appreciable in- 
flation. It assumes implicitly the 
following conditions: 

1. There is no mismatch belwcen 
the dernand side and supply side 
profile in the economy. 

2. Movements of labour and capital 
betwcen companies. sectors and 
regions are not inhibited by controls, 
monopoly or inertia. 

Uniess these conditions are 
substantially met the stimulus will 
no1 work as predicted. Depressions 
are essential 1o the creation of these 
necessary conditions since 1hey force 
bankruptcy or rationalization on 
companies making products with a 
declining demand, or with weak 
managemenils and/or with incf- 
ficient labour forces, thereby releas- 
ing resources for expansion. 

Since the Second World War, 
governments have atlempted to 
prevenl depressions by Kcynesian 


after all ihe possibilities undcr the 
Pastoral Measure had been exhausted 
and when the commissioners had 
decided that Lhere was no allernative but 
10 demolish. the exempiion were lifled 
and the building in question brought 
under the normal listed building control.

appropriale to vest that church in 
the fund or sore other similar body: 
hen il is difficult io see what 
justification remains for a continu- 
ing ali-decisive role by the Church 
and for denying to the local planning 
authority the right of making the 
final decision în regard to the 
demolition or not of what is a listed 
building for which the Church has 
no presenı or likely future use.

Protecting churches 


Fram Afr O. W. H. Clark 
Sir. The Chairman of the Redundant 
Churches Committze of the Church 
Commissioners, Lord Sandford, is 
right indeed to applaud (October 3) 
your perceptive leading article ot 
Sepiember 28. on “Protecting the 
churches.” in the faculty jurisdiction 
(in the operation of which the 
Church Commissioners have no 
suanding). ihe Church of England 
has a very careful, comprehensive 
and substantial mechanism ol 
proven worth in application 10 
churches in use. 

It has yet to be demonstrated that 
a wider public accountability, 
denied, as it is claimed, by this “first 
leg” of the ecclesiastical exemption, 
would resuk in a situation more 
satisfactory in both the pastoral/ 
liturgical ar heritagc/resource 


spheres. 

Lord Sandford may, however, be 
on weaker ground when he extends 
his approval to the "second leg” of 
lhe exemplion, whereby listed 
building consent is not required for 
the demolition of a church by 
scheme undér the Pastoral Mcasurr, 
1983. ¥ou are not alone. Sir, in 
questioning whether ihe Church 
Commissioners {and 1 am one of 
them) should remain the final 
arbiter in such cases. 0 

Whatever the Bridges commission 
may have thought in 1960 and 
however good {ihe record of the 
Church Commissioners (and it is 
good) in this area, it is significant 
that the weighty and very recent 
report of ' the Chichester com- 
mission. entitled “The continuin, 


care of the churches and cathedrals", 
observes (para 300)

The main question which needs to 


` be asked is, why re-excavate Maiden 


Castle? If members (or the 


general public) want to see a hill fort 


the proposed (and by 1986, one 
hopes; completed) new interprct- 
ation and presentation facilities at 
Stonehenge, Dover Castle. etc. Let 
us also hope that by then may 
be able 1o buy the full report of the 
excavations carried out at Stone- 
henge 30 years ago and still not yet 
published. 

If however, it really is felt 
necessary to carry out a special 
excavation for the 1986 congress, it 
would surely be much more 
appropriate for the excavation to be 
either a “rescue” excavation (as this 
îs where English Heritage spends, 
quite properly, the majority of its 
excavation funds) or at the very least 
the digging of a major site that really 
does need re-exçavation before It 
can be displayed. 

„ A very good example of the latter 
is the uniquely important medieval 
royal palace sıte at Clarendon, near 
Salisbury. where the excavations, 
conducted 50 ycars ago and still 
unpublished, are in a scandalous 
state.

Gas and gaiters 


Fron Sir Kenneth Hutchison, FRS 
Sir. An interesting tercentenary is in 
danger of passing by unnoliced. In 
1684, al latest. the Rev John 
Clayton. MA (Oxon), 1682. later 
Dean of Kildare, in Dublin, 
discovered gas-lighting. [Inspired by 
a visit to a ditch near Wigan, where 
flames burning fiercely tike brandy 
had been seen for many years, he 
procured some coal fron a pit neat 
by, took it home and heated it in a 
retort over an open fire. 

He observed thal the producls 
were three in number. a liquor, a tar, 
and a spirit which he could in no 
wise condense. He called it the 
"Spirit of Coals" and collected it in 
bladders and was wont to entertain 
visitors by pricking a bladder with a 
needle and lighting the escaping pas, 
which burned with a clear, white 
tight. 

He died in 1725 and when his son 
Robert, Bishop of Cork, was going 
through his late father’s papers he 
came across accounts of this and 
other experiments. Through the Earl 
of EgmonL a fellow. he communi- 
caled them to the Royal Society and 
they werc read al a meeting and 
published in the Philosophical 
Transactions in 1739. N 

The bishop had hoped publication 
would inspire others to put his 
father’s discovery to some good use, 
Hi was not to be and over 50 years 
passed before Wiliam Murdoch, 
Unaware of what had gone before. 
used coal gas made in his back 
garden to light the living room of his 
small house in Redruth.

Beyond the speech, however, 
lies the question of ministerial 
security, so gravely threatened 
by a murderous bomb. A liberal 
society cannot tolerate such 
stringent security that its leaders 
are denied access to the people 
and the people denied access to 
their leaders. The duty falls on 
the_ police to reconcile these 
difficult considerations, when 


able threat from groups and 
individuals who will exploit all 
that they see as weakness in the 
tolerance and openness of a 
Liberal society. 

At Brighton the technicalities 
of security for Cabinet ministers 
concentrated together outside 
Downing Street were obviously 
applied to the limits which were 
deemed satisfactory. Yet some 
technical deficiency is revealed 
by the successful introduction of 
such a large explosive device 
into a building which must at the 
time have contained more sensi- 
tive targets for terrorism than 
any other building in the 
country. 

Nevertheless there is a limit to 
what the techniques of protec- 
tion can do. Security, the self- 
confidence .of a society, is 
ultimately a state of mind and 
not a situation _on the ground. As 


confidence that we will be going 
about our lawful occasions long 
after the last terrorist has blown 
himself up that will ultimately 
sustain us. If we allow fear to 
condition our procedures so that 
ministers cower behind the castle 
walls and individuals look over 
their shoulder for what might be 
in store for them. we will have 
become conditioned 10 violence 
and that battle within will have- 
been.lost. Only in those circum- 
stances could the terrorist and 
the thug have gained . their 
objective. . 

It is the infinite resourceful- 
ness of a liberal society, with its 
depth, its plurality and its vision 
which: must be matched against 
the one-eyed monster ir its cave. 
If a people is proud enough of its 
heritage to protect what it has, it. 
must be confident enough tO 
know : that what has taken 
centuries to build cannot be 
removed so easily or so peremp- 
torily, whatever sacrifice is 
required. Beyond ‘the night 
comes the day; and with the 
dawn ‘comes the hope that, 
onward and upward, the land 
will indeed be bright.

Rl Contrary 1o popular belief 
Magnum. lhe legendary photo- 
graphic agency, was not named 
after a borlle of champagne. 
George Rodger, co-founder of 
the agency with Henri Cartier- 
Bresson, David Seymour and 
Robert Capa. popped that 
mythical bubble when J] saw 
him recently 1o discuss his 
current exhibitions in London, 
Paris and Sussex. 

George Rodger has been 
described as the most travelled 
photographer in the world. By 
his eighteenth birthday he had 
been round the world twice and 
later was to spend 20 years 
living out ofa suitcase in Africa, 
the continen1 thal has long 
inspired and fascinated him. 
During the Second World War 


he returned there as a correspon“ 


dent and photographer, and it is 
hafdly surprising that in 1947, 
when the four founding fathers 
of Magnum quartered ihe globe 
between 1{hem, Rodger should 
have chosen Africa. where his 
natural gregariousness gained 
him access io remote tribes and 
their secret ceremonies which 
he always photographed with 
humiliiy and understanding. 
His last trip to the continent 
was ir 1978, but he now 
believes the tribal Africa he 
grew 10 love has changed 
beyond all recognition. He will 
noi return. 

Now, al 76. he lives in a tiny 
village deep in ihe Kentish 
countryside photographing 
what he calls his “whimsies™" — 
anything, it secms, that presents 
a visual ambiguity to the 
camera. 


Cy life has never interested 
him. So it may seem surprising 
that London in the Blitz should 
be the subject of one of his 
exhibitions. But Rodgers ex- 
plains that the photographs
